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DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 and 4-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner agrees 
with the applicants that the message as described is novel. 

3. The invention is drawn towards using a specific probability associative matrix that 
includes page shift sequences separated from the web navigating sequences in order to monitor 
the browsings of multiple users, predict the browsings of fiiture users, and use this analysis to 
modify the web site so that the site is more effective for new users. Claim 16 utilizes a specific 
device called a PAM analyzer, claims 13-15 describe the precise algorithm, and claim 29 adds 
that probabilities are associated with each page shift sequence and that links are removed from 
the page. 

4. While there is art in the environment of using past surfing histories as feedback for 
improving the site, none of the art found teach or suggest that a probability associative matrix of 
the type used above is utilized in this environment. The examiner has determined that the 
combination of features is novel in the art.
